Mr Edwards 
had been ill for a month. He leaves a 
widow and two children.

William Hayden Edward* was born in 
Ripley and wis graduated from the Law 
School in Cincinnati at the age of 19 
He was one of the best known figures in 
our foreign service, and enjoyed a high 
social position at the German capital, 
where he has been stationed nearly five 
years. He was appointed from Ohio and 
has been almost seventeen years in the 
service of the State Department. His 
first appointment was as Secretary of 
Legation to Brazil, October 30th, 1877, 
and he acted as Charge d'Affaires ad in- 
terim from December 7th, 1877, to Febru 
ary 18th, 1878. 

In June. 1878, be was appointed Consul 
General at St. Petersburg, and retired 
therefrom September 20th. 1880. He was 
Assistant Counsel for the United Slates 
before the French-American Claims 
Commission, July 01b. 1882; was ap- 
pointed Chief of the Diplomatic Bureau 
in the State Department. May 1st. 1884, 
and retired from that office April 15th. 
1885, to become Private Secretary to the 
U. S. Minister to Holland. He was 
appointed Consular Agent at Scheidam, 
Netherlands. June 24th, 1885, and went 
to the post he held at the time of his 
death at Berlin. July 1st. 1889. He was a 
warm friend of Walker Blaine, to whrfm 
he owed his last office, which was one of 
the most lucrative in our Consular ser- 
vice. He was well known in social and 
club circles in Washington. Mr. Ed- 
wards was married August 17th, 1889, 
while Private Secretary to the U. S. 
Minister at The Hague, to Fanny Eliza- 
beth, Baroness Van Hecckercn, Van 
Melecaten. cousin of the King

A CYCLONE.

Ten Persons Killed and at Least

Toledo, O., May 18.— Report* re 
ceived hero Thursday niiflit from vari- 
out points In Williams county give 
meager details of a cyclonic disturb- 
ance in that part of northwcsern Ohic 
late Thursday afternoon. The country 
between Kunkle and Montpelier, on 
the Detroit division of the Wabash 
railroad, seems to have suffered prin- 
cipally. 

The exact amount of the damage 
done can not be given accurately, but 
it Is known that ten persons were 
killed and at least ten were seriously 
Injured. The dead, as for as can be 
learned, are: 

Edmund Sehlesser, aged <U. hurled 
ngrainst a tree and almost instantly 
killed. 

Rlgby, an elderly woman, one 

limb torn off. 

Daniel barrett, body badly crushed 
and arm torn off.

The climax came with unexpected 
and awe-inspiring swiftness. Two dark 
clouds seemed to unito in the west and 
then • wind, Mowing at hurricane 
speed, swept down on the earth and 
drove terror into the hearts of citizens. 
Many thought a day of judgment had 
come, and a story is told that one man 
who was hurt was buried in the debris 
of an outhouse while on his knees pray- 
ing. Giant trees snupped like alders in 
the grasp of the maddened elements, 
and were carried hundreds of feet from 
where they stood. 

Hoofs of houses and barns were lifted 
as though they were so many shingles, 

Kilmund Schlesscr, the old man who 
was killed, was a farmer in fairly good 
circumstances. He was on his way 
from the field to his house when he was 
overtaken by the storm. His body was 
frightfully bruised, ami scarcely a hone 
wns not broken. 

The property is vaguely estimated at 
tftween H&.W0 and I4U.00U. It is be- 
lieved that ut least half a dozen more 
fatalities will have been reported when 
the worst is known. 

The section devastated is about one- 
quarter mile wide and six or seven 
miles in length. The funnel-shaped 
clouds traveled in an irregular south- 
easterly course. Itarns, fences, trees 
and outbuildings of all kinds in the 
path of the storm were carried away 
and nothing was left to mark the spot 
where they stood, exeept huge holes in 
the ground. The greatest damage was 
done about a mile from where the cy- 
clone rose and, passed on east 

The building in which Daniel Bar- 
rett his wife and their two grand- 
daughters, Martha and Myrtle Daso, 
were killed, is so completely demolished 
that not a portion of the foundation is 
left standing. The first remnants of 
the house are at least 100 yards from 
where it stood.

Boston, May 18.— A few minutes be- 
fore S: 15 o'clock Thursday morning a 
fire broke out in the northern end of 
the immense six-story granite block 
known as the State Street block in 
that portion occupied by the United 
States bonded warehouse and ap- 
praisers' department So threatening 
did it tjuickly become that three other 
alarms were rung in rapid succession. 
The fire, which started on the third 
floor, soon made its way to the fourth, 
fifth and sixth floors, and the firemen 
found themselves confronted by an- 
other fire of large proportions.

Just before 
fourth alarm was sounded, the flames 
burst through the windows on the up- 
per stories, on the front and the sides, 
the inside being apparently one mass 
of flames. 

Back of the bonded warehouse, and 
cutting it off from the rest of the build- 
ing, is a heavy party wall, which pre- 
vented the flames from spreading 
the large wholesale grocery and other 
stores which occupy the remaining 
portion of the big block. 

Directly in front of the burning 
building and on the opposite side of 
India street is the custom house itself. 
The total loss will be about fl. 000,000. 

A custom-house officer states that 
there were over II. 000,000 worth of 
goods in the building, and in his 
opinion, the loss will exceed WOO 000, 
without taking into account the loss 
on the building. This is valued at 
•200,000, and is damaged to the extend 
150,000. 

The structure is owned by Mrs. Paran 
Stevens, of New York. The custom- 
house, which Is close by the burned 
building, was not injured. 

The entire stock of the building ia 
in the hands of appraisers, and only 
their books will show the amount of 
the loss. In the section adjoining the 
burned portion is the wholesale liquor 
store of J. D. A M. Williams, running 
from 8'! and 84 Central street to lei 
and 18S State Btreet The stock 
in this store was damaged con- 
siderably by water. The cellars 
on the Central street side opposite 
the burned building were flooded, and 
the occupants will suffer considerable 
water damage. The upper floors 
tained ull the records of the i'ort of 
Boston from the time the British evac- 
uated the city to lhstl, when the French 
spoliation claims were being held.
